Boatworks subdivision on 
C&C property moving slowly 


The proposed Boatworks 
subdivision in the Old Town 
may not get any further 
extensions for its draft plans 
by the town of Niagara-on- 
the-Lake beyond another 
one tentatively agreed on 
Monday. 

The town had approved 
an application from Vintage 
Hotels in 2008 for a mixed 
housing development at the 
intersection of Anne and 
Regent Sts. that was the site 
of the former C&C Yachts 
industrial operations. 

In 2012, an extension to 
the draft plan of subdivision 
was granted by the town due 


i a decline in housing m; 
ket conditions. An amended 
draft plan called for more 
detached and less semi-de¬ 
tached housing units for a 
total of 73 dwelling units. 

The application was back 
at the community and devel¬ 
opment advisory committee 
Monday as the temporary 
extension is due to expire 
Oct. 31. A staff report rec¬ 
ommended a further two- 
year extension for the draft 
plans for the subdivision, 
reporting that the owner 
plans to continue to move 
forward with revised plans 
for a portion of the site. 

In a letter to the town, a 
consultant for Vintage 
Hotels, Jennifer Vida, said 
the owners have put togeth- 


i alternative plan for a 
portion of the approved 
lands and additional lots to 
the east. She said an appli¬ 
cation for the alternative 
plans will be submitted to 
the town for approval in the 

Councillor Terry Flynn 
suggested Vintage Hotels be 
asked to clean up the site in 
the meantime.

Shingles - 

Shingles is one of 
those nasty surprises in 
old age. 

First comes the vague 
aching followed in a few 
days by the breakout of a 
rash and too often, severe 
stabbing pain usually on 
the trunk. At other times 
it strikes the face, an arm 
or a leg. This acute pain¬ 
ful phase is associated 
with exquisite tenderness 
when the affecting skin is 
touched, lasts for several 
weeks but can go on for 
many months, and in the 
process, wreck havoc with 
daily lives and sleep. 

Shingles is caused by 
the Varicella-Zoster virus, 
which in childhood 
causes chicken pox. 

These days there’s a live- 
attenuated vaccine to 
prevent chicken pox in 
the young and so the 
scrounge of chicken pox 
in children is uncommon. 

Chicken pox is highly 
infectious and most of us 
of a certain age (over 40 
years of age and count¬ 
ing) had chicken pox as 
children. The nasty part 
of the story is that vestig¬ 
es of the virus took up 
residence in many of our 
sensory nerve cells, to lie 
dormant for decades. 

That is until, because 
of age-related declines in 
the strength of our 
immune system, those 
sleeping viruses wake up, 
multiply and spread 
through the nerve fibers 
to reach our skin, where 
the rash breaks out. The

pain is caused by the 
brisk inflammatory 
response and even 
destruction of the affect¬ 
ed nerve cells. 

I remember a dinner 
party in Niagara-on-the- 
Lake several years ago 
when the subject of shin¬ 
gles came up. Three of 
the eight at the table had 
shingles in the past. For 
each the experience had 
been a nasty one 

In the interim at least 
one of the other guests 
has had a run in with 
shingles. That makes four 
of the eight original 
guests. This makes shin¬ 
gles not only common, 
but also a very unwel¬ 
come accompaniment of 
older age. 

And occasionally the 
story gets far nastier 
because the reactivated 
virus may cause blind¬ 
ness, encephalitis or 
paralysis in an arm or 
even both legs. 

Unfortunately the 


usual treatment with 
antiviral agents for acute 
shingles isn't much help 
in preventing post-her- 
petic neuralgia (the long 
lasting pain after shin¬ 
gles) or reducing the risk 
of stroke or paralysis. 

The best way to pre¬ 
vent shingles in later life 
is by vaccination. A live- 
attenuated vaccine was 
approved in 2007. This 
reduced the risk of shin¬ 
gles by approximately 
70% in those between 50 
to 59 years age. The bad 
news is that this vaccine 
was much less effective 
(40%) for those, who like 
me are over 70 years of 
age. The vaccine was cer¬ 
tainly a welcome hedge 
against shingles middle- 
aged but much less effec¬ 
tive for older folk. 

That situation just 
changed. A new vaccine 
has been developed 
which uses a bioengi¬ 
neered component of the 
virus wed to something to 
boost the immune 
response. The drug has 
been tested in over 
15,000 participants in 18 
countries. So far it looks 
very impressive. It offers 
a 98.3% protection for 
those over 70 years of 
age. Sounds too good to 
be true but the numbers 
speak for themselves. It 
should be approved soon 
in Europe and the USA 
and hopefully soon after 
in Canada. 

Stay tuned - it’s worth 
it for your peace of mind. 


Nature has a way of giv¬ 
ing us a reminder when we 
go along neglecting cer¬ 
tain things - for instance, I 
had completely forgotten 
to cut back some of the 
shrubs near the house, but 
the wind got up the other 
night, and between 
branches scraping on the 
glass and other noises, I 
was being told - there is 
work to be done here.

Vineland Co-op 
hopes to grow

QMI Agency Niagara 

Vineland Growers, a large fanning 
co-operative in Virgil, is hoping to 
expand, but several neighbours are wor¬ 
ried about traffic, dust and noise. 

The company on East and West Line 
wants to expand its operations onto an 
adjacent property on Niagara Stone Rd. 
and build a food storage facility to replace 
the trailers it is currendy using. 

The community and development 
advisory committee voted unanimously 
in favour of zoning bylaw changes with 
no discussion to permit the expansion 
following a public meeting Monday. 
Lord Mayor Pat Darte and Coun. Martin 
Mazza had declared conflicts of interest 
and did not vote. 

Phil Tregunno, board chair of 
Vineland Growers, said the company 
seUs 70% of Niagara's tender fruits and 
represents several hundred farmers. He 
said the co-op, which has been in exis¬ 
tence for more than 100 years, needs to 
expand its storage space as working out 
of trailers is very inefficient 

“We’U do what we can to avoid creat¬ 
ing an impact on the neighbourhood,” 
said Tregunno. “Do I think we can do a 

Scott Davidson, who Uves across the 
road, has noticed a huge increase in 
truck traffic from Vineland Growers in 
recent years. He said he can hear air 
horns at 4 a.m. and there is a lot of dust 
from the operation. He also has con¬ 
cerns about the safety of bicyclists, par¬ 
ticularly children, on the busy road near 
the operation and on the nearby bike 
lanes where gravel from its driveway is 
being dragged by the trucks. 

"I don’t think it (the operation) should 
be inflicted on residential neighbour¬ 
hoods,” he said. “There are other areas 
that are more appropriate for a distribu¬ 
tion facility." 

East and West Line resident Ron 
McFadyen expressed concerns about 
the increased lot coverage for the new 
building and the need to preserve the 
green space that buffers the operation 
from neighbouring properties. 

Dietrich and Ruth BarteU, on 
Concession 4, said their property would 
be encircled by the new building which 
could negatively affect their property 

Coun. Terry Flynn said there will be 
more discussion about the proposed 
zoning changes at the council meeting 
next Monday. He noted residents who 
had attended the public meeting and 

the issue “stormed out of here" after it 
was quickly approved. 

Coun. Betty Disero said she also has 
some amendments to the proposed 
bylaws that she will be bringing forward 
to council.
